Youth Facilities: The County Council had advised 
that the project for conversion of the Old Fam- 
house was still progressing, despite cuts in this

Cycleway, Bar Hill — Dry Drayton: 

- The Clerk read out findings from the survey forms 
returned following the display at the Library. The 
County Council had advised that, following invest- 

igative work re soil, drainage, etc, the cycleway 
construction was expected to commence in approx. 


3 - 4 months, after the worst of the winter weather.

Tennis Club; 2 all-weather courts on Village Green 
A group of representatives fran Parish Council and 
Tennis Club would meet to discuss the relevant 
lease to be drawn up.

A quotation of £90 was accepted for repair of 
these gates which had again been vandalised.
